Creatures by which *tis Inhabited ; Monferat, Ante- 
go, Nevis, poſſeſs'd by the Emghſh; St. Chriftophers, 
by half Eugliſb, half French; Rodunda, an Uninh a- 
bitable high Rock. From amongſt theſe Carr. bie 
lands, in a few Days, we got to Hiſpaniola, with- 
out any thing Remarkable ; and from thence, in 

Twenty Four Hours, with a freſh Gale, within fight 
of Jamaica, which (without Malice or Partiality) I 
hall proceed to give you ſome Account of.

The Belly Mer 
is called Callipee, the Back 2 and 1s ſervd e- 
up to the Table in its own Shell, inſtead of a Plat. Nuit 
ter. They have Guanat, Hickeries, and Crabs, the 
firſt being an Amphibious Serpent, ſhap'd like a Li. in 
zard, but black and larger; the ſecond, a Land-Tor. pre 
terſe; the laſt needs no Deſcription, but are as nu- Wore 
merons as Frogs in England, and burrow in the tre 
Ground like Rabbits; fo that the whole Iſland der. 
may be juſtly call'd a Crab-Warren. They are Fat - Wi a 
teſt near the Pallifſadoes, where they will make a coul 
Skeleton of a Corps in as little time as a Tanner of v 
will Flea a Colt, or a Hound, after Hunting, devour MW 1 
a Shoulder of Mutton, They have Beef without I C 
Fat, Lean Mutton without Gravy, and Fowls as dry 
as the Udder of an Old Woman, and as tough asa 
Stake from the Haunches of a Superanuated Car- Horſe. 
Milk is fo plenty, you may buy it for Fifteen- 
Pence a Quart; but Cream ſo very ſcarce, that a 
Firkin of Butter of their own making, would be ſo 
coſtly a Jewel, that the Richeſt Man in the Iſland 
would be unable to purchaſe it. They value them- 
' . ſelves greatly upon the ſweetneſs of their Pork, which 
is indeed Luſhious, but as Flabby as te Fleſh of 
one juſt riſen from a Flux, and ought to be forbid 
in all Hot Countries (as amongſt the Jews) for the 
prevention of Lepraſie, Scarvy, and other Diſtempers, 

| of which it is a great occaſion. _ f 
Fo. There is very little Yeal, and that Lean; for in

They are commonly very fat in the Fall of 
the Leaf by feeding upon Acorns, at which time 
the Indians deſtroy a great many, looking upon 'em 
then to be incomparable Veniſon : But the Head, I

With this piece of Hiſtory we were mightily plea- 
ſed, the Woman herſelf ſhewing a great deal of Zeal 
in the Belief of the ſame ; which, indeed, I ſwal- 
low'd without Chewing, as the Mob does the Politi- 
cal Reports of State, or an ignorant Congregation 
does the Hum-Drum Dofrines of a dark Prieſt.

ment of thirty one decay'd Maſters of Veſſels, or 
their Widows, depending on the Trimty-Houſe ; the 
Maſters of which having the Care thereof; to the 
Relief and Support of which charitable Deſign every 
Ship, at her clearing, pays, according to her Burthen, 
fo much Money. Our Curioſity led us to take a 
Turn into it, which we found very pleaſant and 
commodious, as to the Building and Scituation; but 
when I enquir'd into the -Allowance, I found it ſo 
very ſmall, that it might rather be call'd Pind 
Gut College, than an Hoſpital for poor Penſioner:, 
who, with much difficulty, gaining Admittance in 
to their ſtarving Confines, have no more allow! 
em to find Meat, Drink, Waſhing, Fire, Cloaths 
and all Neceſſaries of Life, than twelve Shillings p t. 
Month, and four Months in the Year are ſet N 
five Weeks, to take in the odd Month. Moſt tha th 
are there having paid more Money towards it, be cl 
fore they came into it, than ever their Allowano of 
would amount to, if they were to live fifty Tea !7 
in the Hoſpital ; to which many great Legacies havg & 
been left, but the Number of Penſioners never encrea] I. 

| ſed, nor their Penſions advanced; ſo that how it i w. 
ſank and imbezell'd, or to what Uſe converted, nd tht 
Body knows, but thoſe Perſons who have the Diſc

is another ſuch Hoſpital by the Church, Original 
| | ound 
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Founded by Qn Elizabeth, for but twenty one 
Poor Maſters, o Hieir Widows; and, except in 
Number, is equal in every particular with the for- 
mer; fo that by all the Obſervations I could make 
in ſo ſhort a Paſſage thro the Town, I could not 
but think it very well deſerv'd this following Cha- 
racter: The Town without Neceſſaries, they ve But- 
chers without Meat; Ale-Houſes without Drink, 
Houſes without Furniture; and Shops without 
Trade ; Captains without Commiſtons ; Wives without 
Huſbands ; Whores without Smocks; a Church 
without Religion, and Hoſpitals without Charity. 
From thence we made the beſt of eur Way to- 
wards Greenwich, finding nothing remarkable 'by 
the way, but now and then a Knot of London Pren- 
tices, arm'd with Ladles of Defence, to ſecure their 
Noddles and Elbows from the inſolent Aſſaults of 
the more unlucky Mob, drawn out of Spittle-Fields, 
Clare- Market, and ſweet St. Giles's; in which parts 
of the Town, rude Rogues and Reprobates are as plen- 
ty as Lice is a Campaign, or Flies in Juh, in the 
Shop of a Confectioner. The firſt part of Greenwich 
Town that I came into was the Church-Yard, 
where the Numbers of the Dead had almoſt buried 
the Church; that could each Corps, buried againſt - 
the Church Wall, raiſe his Head but half a Foot 
above the Surface of the Earth he lies in, he might 
peep in at the Church Window on a Sunday, and 
frighten the whole Congregation out of the Church. 
As I enter'd the Holy Ground, I took Notice of ſe- 
F veral good Houſes on the Left Hand, which Iook'd 
like Hahitations fit ſor Chriſtians to live in; but 
in ſome Parts of the Town, the Huts were no bigger 
than Indian Wigwams, ſcarce hig enough tor a Cuck- 
dd and his Wife to lye at length, withont putting 
their Head or their Heels in the Chimney Carner: 
Hearing the King's Houſe being turn'd into anHoſ- 
pital for diſabled Seamen, as a ineans to encourage 
| 21 others 
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. _ "others hereafter to venture their Limbs in the Nati. 
on's Service, to be rewarded with a lazy Life, no 
Money, and ſhort Commons, when either te or Lane. 
eſs, had made them a Miſery to themſelves, and a 
Burthen to the World, we took a Walk into it, to 
take a brief Survey of this new and well intended 
Piece of Charity; which, like the gay Building of 
Northampton, looks very Stately and Magnificent 
without- ſide, but examine within, and you'll find 
but very poor Inhabitants; one part of it was almoſt 
finiſhed, wherein I obſerv'd every Penſioner was de. 
ſign' d a diſtinct Cabin to himſelf, add was allotted 
a little more Room than he is like to enjoy in the 
Church Yard, and not much neither: When it's all 
compleated, *twill be a noble Edifice, not at all in- 
feriour to any of thoſe great Gifts, where much 
more Grandeur is viſible in the Walls, than Hoſpi- 
tality in the Kitchen; but it's ſcituate in a good 
place for a little Victuals to make a great Show; 
kor Greenwich, like a Spaniſh Town, is under ſuch x 
ſcarcity of Fleſh Meat, that a Gentleman, not long 
ago, brought his Miſtreſs down, with a Deſign to he 
all Night in the Town, but was forced to go back 
to London, at feven a-Clock at Night, againſt Tide, 
| becauſe never a Publick Houſe in Town eould 
procure him a Supper. It's a rare Place to puniſh 
Man troubled with a Caninus Appetitus; for a Walk 
in the Park is a rare jthing to put his Stomach in an 
Uproar, and the Town an excellent Place to make 
him run mad for want of Victuals to allay hi 
Hunger : Here many Citizens, in the Suminer time, 
keep their Wives at Board-Wages, purely becaul: 
there's no manner of Dainties to encline em to Ex 
travagance: Here many of fem alſo put their Chil 
dren to Nurſe, becauſe it's a ſharp Air, and fit for 
the Breeding up of a Young Shop: keeper. 

From thence we walk*d on till we came upon th

The nearer the Church, the farther from 
God. Tho' it's the rudeſt Fair in England, it begins

[hey ſay the Parſon uſually takes his Text upon 
this Occaſion aut of Solomon's Proverbs; andlI aſking + 
TE why he did fo, was told, becaſe Solomon was a Cuc- 
"Wold maker, and therefore his Doct- ine was the fitter to be 
Preach'd at Horn-Fair. The People of the Town eat 
ſo ſparingly, that they never Exonerate but once a 
Week, and that's on the Sunday, making the Church- 
bot lard their Dungbill, which you cannot croſs without 
Wading up to your Ancles in Sir-reverence. All | 
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that is Sold at the Fair df Uſe, are Shoes, Pattens, and 
Leather Breeches; the reſt are Horn Toys and Fool 
Baubles, the one bought to vex Cuckold, and the o- 
ther to pleaſe Children. The whole Place, for the time, 
is 2 Common Wealth, where the Rabble make Laws, 
and all that approach muſt keep em. It's an ill 
Place for a proud Man to walk with his Arms on a 
Kimbo, for they have more ſpight againſt the Elbow 
than any part of the Body. He that brings Money 
to this Fair, muſt look after his Pockets, for the 
Water- lane Anglers are here as buſie as Milk Maids on 
a May Day. It is an Annual Rendezvous for the 
Mob of London, where it is as rare to ſee a Perſon 
above the Quality of a Tradeſinan as it 1s to ſee an 
Honeſt Man in Newgate, or a Fool in the Jews H.

It is 
Scituated in a Valley at the bottom of a Hill, and 
bas Water enough comes. down in the Winter to 
drown it, if care, by Drains and Aquaducts, were 
not taken to prevent it: Tis a uſeleſs Vanity, ſprung 
w from abundance of Riches, rais'd more for won- 
der than for uſe; and ſerves rather as a Monument 
of the Donor's Pride and Greatneſs, than his Wiſ: 
dom and Liberality; for to ſpend one half of an 
Eſtate in a Building, that would Ruin the Remain-

As for 
the Town it ſelf, it was fo abominably Dirty, that 
01d-freet, in the middle of a Winters Thaw, or Bar- 
tholomew-Fair, after a Shower of Rain, could not 
have more occaſion for a Scavenger, than the Miery 
Streets of this Famous Corporation; and moſt of 
them ſo very narrow, that ſhould two Wheel bar- 
rows meet in the largeſt of their Thorough-Fares, 
they are enough to make a Stop for half an Hour, 
before they can clear themſelves of one another, to 
W make room for Paſſengers. 

After the Coach had ſet me down, and I had ta- 
ken a fair leave of my Fellow Travellers, I walk ' d 
ge about, to take a more compleat Survey of the Town 
"and Univerſity. The Buildings, in many parts of 
the Town, were ſo little and ſo low, that they look*d 
more like Hutts for Pigmies, than Houſes for Men;

Scholars crept in as faſt, and zs ſlily, for either 
Kiſs, a kind Look, or a Cup of Comfort, as Hogy 
Into an Orchard after a high Wind, or Flies into 
Pig Sauce, for the ſake of the Sugar; I lik d my 
pretty Hoſteſs ſo wonderfully well, and was ſo 
greatly delighted with the pleaſant Converſation [ 
met with in the Houſe, that I determin'd with my 
ſelf to make this my Place of Reſidence, during my 
Continuance in the Town; fo beſpeaking a Bed, 
afterwards took a Walk in order to view the Uni. 
verſity, of which I ſhall proceed to give you a ſober 
and conciſe Deſcription. | 
The Colleges ſtand without-ſide the Town, which, 
in plain Terms, is a Corporation of Ignorance, hemd 
round with Arts and Sciences, a Neſt of Fools, that 
dwell on the Snperflurtzes of the Learned, an ingratefil 
Soil, where the ſeeds of Generoſity are daily ſcatter d 
but produce nothing in return, but the wicked Weed 
of Unthankfulneſs and Ingratitude. Of learned $6 
Cieties there are in all ſixteen. Twelve Colleges andi b. 
four Halls, the moſt magnificent of which, being m 
that of Trinity, whoſe ſpacious Quadranegle, and dr 
commodious Library, remain without Compariſon a 
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The Scholars of this Foundation are diſtinct ly hab pl 
ted in PurpleGowns, the reſt of the Univerſity wearing ot 
black, agreeing one and in the fame Mode. The next 1 


piece of Building more particularly remarkable 
1s Kings-College-Chappel, Founded by Hemy the ſixth ed 
and is greatly fam d, by all Men of Judgment, foi b: 
its admirable Architecture, much after the manneſ ve

of Henry the Seventh's Chappel at Veſtminſter, if nol co 
finer and larger. The reſt of the Colleges, except L. 
St. Johns (which has been beautified and enlarge tie 
of late Years) wear the Faces of great Antiquſ m- 
ty, and tho' they are not ſo fine as thoſe which bo 
have had the Advantage of a Modern Improve H: 
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ment, yet the Ruſt of the Aged Walls, and Obſo - 
leteneſs of their Structure, procure Veneration from 
all Spectators, and ſeem'd to me more Noble ia 
their Ancient Uniformity, than othets diſagreeable, 
enlarged with Additional Novelties. In ſhort, the 
Colledges are ſo Splendid, the Government ſo Regular, 
the Orders ſo Strict, the Ceremonzes ſo Decorus, 
and the Preferments ſo Honourable, that 1n all 
Europe, 1t is not Excell'd by any Univerſity, except 
Oxford. „ | „ 
Having thus Feaſted my Eyes with a general 
View of the Colledge, I retir'd to my Inn, where 
I Repoſed my ſelf, after a good Supper, till the 
next Morning, which proving Fine and Fleaſant,

I had not walk'd above half a Mile from Cam- 
bridge towards the Fair, but I came to a Renown- 
ed Village, which, by all Reports, very deſervedly 
has gain'd the Ignominious Epithet of Bawdy Barn- 
yell, ſo call'd from the Numerous Brothel Honſes it 
contains for the Health, Eaſe, and Pleaſure of the 
Learzed Vicinity, and has had fo Ancient a Reputa- 
tion for Sacrificing its Female Off Spring, thro?
